hand as well a? the head. Boys years 
ago were taught trades as well as 
taught to use the mind. Booker T. 
Washington solved the problem to 
teach not only the colored boy but 
the white boy the problem of edu- 
cation. We need to teach that idea 
which is not afraid of honest work, 
to learn thoroughly how to do manu- 
al labor. As an illustration "Whit- 
tier's School Days" was recited. The 
lesson gained is, the things that live 
longest in this world are not the 
things built of wood and stone, but 
the lessons which are learned for a 


deliberate purpose in 
life, 
which 


linger long after the material of 
wood, stone and brick are lost, re- 
membering that, "I shall pass this 
way but once." Use the lessons that 
come to us incidentally as well as we 
use those which we prepare.

key—which I would not recommend 
The teacher should ask the question 
What is the real value of teaching 
any of the branches? Many suppose 
arithmetic is the one leading branch 
and think that the only thing which 
should be taught is the strictly prac- 
tical. In the narrow sense of its be- 
ing really practical, arithmetic is not 
practical so far as its being used by 
everybody, is not so important as 
language 
study, alligation, 
partial 


payments, &c., are not 
practical 


bankers and business men have new 
rules to compute interest and the 
practical things in arithmetic, how 
much time is wasted in computing 
compound fractions, complex frac- 
tions, the numerous tables. Go into 
the banks, grocery stores, business 
places and find how the actual busi 
ness of the world is transacted to 
day; we can approach reality in our 
teaching by bringing into school such 
methods that are actually usable, no 
however, to the extent" as used in 
business, for the reason that th 
school duties are too numerous. It is 
more natural for boys and girls to 
count than it is to read. Arithmeti

value, than 
supposed 


Wcntworth says: "Arithmetic prop 
erly taught contains the very esseno 
of intellectual training and deserve: 
the name of the logic of proper train 
ing."

The third method is to 
consider the emotional in the life of 
a child.

The three meth- 
ods may be embodied under these 
headings:, i. Widen His Horizon. 
2. Enrich His Experience. 3. Deepen

TRAGIC DEATH IN [FLAMES. 


VETERAN BURNED TO DEATH

Both arms were burned off 
and both legs. The body was found 
close to the kitchen stove where it is- 
known that he had his cot and where 
he slept every night. 


He stayed alone at night though he 


had a woman do his housework dtir-- 
ing the daytime. It is the supposi-- 
tion that the bedclothing caught firer 
and the fact that the body was found 
at the very spot that his cot was. 
known to be makes the theory prob-- 
able that the man never knew any- 
thing of the fatal occurrence, but suf-. 
focated as he slept and that he was 
burned without making any effort to. 
get away. 


He led an uneventful existence ex- 


cept for the time when he served-in 
the Union Army during the Civi! 
War. He received a pension and re- 
lied on this largely to meet his ex- 
penses .so that he is not thought, to 
have had any appreciable sum of 
money in the house, and the only 
things that burned were the simple 
articles with which the house was. 
furnished. 


Mr. Junkins was married, but had' 


not been living with his wife for 
some years. She now resides in 
Hanover. He has a son in Baltimore 
who is prospering, and a brother,. 
Hiram Junkins, lives at Bermudian. 


The York Springs "Comet" states,

Lawrence River Collapsed. 


"When the great steel span of the 


Quebec bridge buckled and fell into 
the St. Lawrence river "a cry of an- 
guish went up from the engineers who 
had planned the bridge, and they put 
their faces Into their hands and wept," 
says the Toronto Globe la Its account 
of the disaster. "They saw their care- 
fully thought-out plans, on which they 
ha3 placed their professional reputa- 
tions, suddenly ruthlessly thwarted 
and tumbled to ruin. It was as if 
they had lost a great friend. They 
had lived with this span. They had 
pride in this work of their brains and 
hands, and It melted into th« river 
and sank In an Instant, never to be 
recovered."

"plunged into the deepest gloom. The 
bridge was dear to them, and they sat 
on the bank and looked at the spot in 
the river where the bridge haft gone 
down."

OF FRENCH AVIATOR DROPPING 


L'OMBS ON KRUPP WORKS. 


i Twelve Bombs Dropped by Two Avi- 


ators on tbe Works and Great 


j 
Damarje Dore. 


Lieutenant Dancourt, one of the 


two French aviators who dropped 
bombs on thf Krupp works at Essen, 
has written the following account of 
his experience under tlie title. "Ilow 
I Bombed Essen." 


Indeed it was very simple as you 


will see by these extracts from my 
logbook, where I consigned some of 
my impressions during my journey. 


I would remind you first that two 


French aeroplanes, one piloted by 
Captain Beauchamps. the other by 
me. effected the raid. Our prepara- 
tions and the way our planes were 
fitteed cannot be described here, be- 
ing. I am afraid, considered as a mili- 
tary secret, but it might interest you 
to know that the machines were of 
British design. 


Although the distance to be cover- 


ed was pretty nearly 500 miles, it was 
not to frighten me. I had had ex- 
tensive training for seven years, and 
have always been a specialist for long 
distance flying, as witness my partici- 
pation in the Circuit de Paris, 500 
miles: La Coup Pomery of 1912, 540 
miles; the Paris-Berlin race in 1913. 
600 miles; and my great journey. 
Paris, Vienna. Budapest. Bucharest, 
Varna. Constantinople, Konia. Adana, 
and finally Syria, over 3.000 miles. 


You can understand that 
after 


journeys of that length the idea of 
going to bomb Essen seemed to me 
very feasible. Of course there were 
Huns' planes, but. as you will see. 
that did not prevent us doing what 
we wanted. 


Now. 
here are my notes, which are 


brief 
but 
complete. Taking 
them 


was nearly my only distraction dur- 
ing the seven hours that my flight 
lasted. 


11 A. M.—My friend Beauchamps 


has just gone and I followed two 
minutes later, 1,000 yards up, 2,000. 
3,000, we keep on getting higher and 
higher. The weather is clear with 
just a few clouds over 9,000. The air 
is distinctly cold. We continue go- 
ing round and round meeting every 
few seconds some friendly planes 
which either go toward the Boches' 
lines or return from there. At last 
we reach the proper height, get near- 
er each other, exchange a few sig- 
nals, when flying side by side at fifty 
yards from one another, and we go 
straight ever the Hr.es toward Ger- 
many. 


At first orientation is easy. There 


5? a yellowish zone without any vege- 
tation where the earth has been 
ploughed by millions of shells, bury- 
ing the living and throwing out the 
dead. 
Broken lines run here and 


there. They are various trenches or 
ways of communication. All this dis- 
trict is marked by thousands upon 
thousands of craters, which come out 
with uncanny clearness. The opaque 
fog of smoke shows there must be an 
artillery fight In progress, but I don't 
hear anything. My engine, going 
beautifully, makes a devil of a row. 


12 M.—i 
P. M.—Full over 
the 


Boches' lines. 


We are seen and the anti-aircraft 


guns start a curtain of fire, a little 
forward, but too high, while puffs of 
the 77 make a line of smoke which I 
have got to cross. Soon the shots 
become more and more numerous. 
Three hundred shots at least, must 
have been fired in a few minutes' 
time- 


After a time I get right into the 


smoke of the bursting shells and I 
can hear pieces of steel whistle near, 
very near. Oh! A Boche gunner rec- 
tifies his range, but he is too low 
now. 
So I go higher still and I pass. 


Now there are shots on my left 


which burst with black smoke—105- 
calibre shells. This is getting more 
serious. 


The shots get nearer. I point to- 


ward the left slightly and all of a 
sudden I go oo degrees to the left and 
drop straight toward the ground for 
300 feet. The game is finished and 
the gunners are done. Out of spite 
they shoot all over the place, and 
shells burst now at the back of me. 
It looks as if I was going to get out 
of trouble without much difficulty 
now. 


Leaves Hostile Airmen Behind. 


Where is my friend? I cannot sec 


him. 
Has he been brought down? 


Has he changed his line? A little 
under me I can see a big yellow plane 
with black crosses. It's a Boche. An- 
other one follows very near. 
The 


distance between us as about 600 feet, 
but they are much slower than I am. 


Clac! clac! clac! It is there. 
The 


Boche is opening 
fire. 
The short 


bursts of his machine gun keep crepi- 
tating. The brute docs not shoot 
badly. 


Shall T engage him in a fight? 
Ir- 


is really very tempting. But no. Es- 
sen is my only target, and I have no 
right to compromise my pressing en- 
gagement and the success of our raid. 
I open my engine right out and soon 
lose my aggressors. 


Here is Moselle. Just under me is 


Thionville and on the left is Luxcn- 
burg. 
Sixty miles arc covered al- 


ready. We arc going fast. 


Far. 
very far down, the earth dis- 


appears under thickly wooded for- 
ests. Trees arc everywhere, with 
the narrow ribbon of the river ser- 
pentining among them between two 
bijrh banks. 


As I fly over Trcvcs I just distin- 


guish on my left the outline of an- 
other plane. It is getting nearer and 
nearer. The sun prevents me seeing 
it clearly, although I seem to recog- 
nize Jhe silhouette of my companion's 
machine. Xo doubt it is he. 


I can now see his blue, white, and 


red cockade and all of a sudden T 
feel very happy. One is $o very 
lonely up there, very very high. Now 
we fly together with only a few thou- 
sand yards between us. 


On the ground the towns pass 


.itckly one after another. 
Rvtry- 


where are warlcs wiit: stfofeiag cti*- 


neys and trains heavily laden. I try 
to judge their length and the nature 
of what they carry. 1 note also their 
direction and the time they pass a 
certain 
KIVCII point, which can

Somehow my confidence 


Every minute injures that everything 
will go well. 1 cross over the right 
bank of the river. Many long con- 
voys of barges go up toward Cob- 
lens. If only I did not have the con- 
signment of bombs to 
deliver, I 


should go down to gun them. It is 
funny how strong these temptations 
are. 


Here is Bonn, my friend and co- 


raider, still on my right. My engine 
keeps on turning merrily and I mar- 
vel at the ease with which I have cov- 
ered these first 200 kilometers. 
A 


quick calculation shows me that we 
are going at the rate of about 130 
miles an hour. It is a good speed. 


The weather is cold up here. My 


thermometer shows 16 degrees below 
zero. To try and get warm I move 
my arms and legs as much as I can 
in that cramped space. A few drops 
of peppermint, which I drink, warm 
my inside and cool my mouth. 


Underneath is the Rhine, and still 


more boats. Now we pass a town 
which seems enormous. 
It is Co- 


logne. 
What a splendid target it 


would make, but there are women, 
children, and old people, and as I am 
a soldier and not a pirate I must 
only aim at destroying the military 
power of the enemy. 


It seems that somehow our passage 


was expected. I can see some aero- 
planes leaving the ground. You are 
just a bit too late, my dear col- 
leagues. 


Now I point straight toward Dues- 


seldorf, but all this district disap- 
pears under a cloud of smoke. What 
an extraordinary agglomeration of 
works! Here are Solingen, Elber- 
feld, Barmen, the black country criss- 
crossed by innumerable railway lines 
and with hundreds of high chimneys 
like guns pointing to the sky. Down 
there a tremendojs amount of arms 
of all sorts, guns, munitions, &c.. all 
to be directed against us, are produc- 
ed with tremendous activity. 


Essen at Last. 


I am getting nearer the end of my 


journey. My heart beats 
quicker. 


and I pray fervently that my engine 
may bear me without failing, at least 
till I have done my work. 
But 


through my helmet I can hear its 
regular workings in the tempest of 
its explosions. 


Over there on the left I can just 


see Dtikburg-. and this river, which 
comes and flows into the Rhine—it 
is the Rushr. 


Underneath 
the 
smoke, 
which 


comes out of a forest of high chim- 
nevs, is denser and denser. Essen at 
last! 


I am over what has been considered 


as the heart of Germany, over the 
town which stands as the symbol of 
brutal force- 


Where now are the Krupp works? 


There at the west of the town. How- 
large they are! The shops and build- 
ings, between which trains are run- 
ning seem innumerable. Attempts to 
disguise it are, indeed, foolish. It is 
the most perfect target one can 
imagine. 


Now, 
I suppose I am going to be 


strafed." I look here and there for 
bursting shells. 
Nothing: they aim 


too low. However, some very violent 
waves of air, the cause of which I do 
not understand, disturb for a moment 
my 
bombing 
preparations. 
Two 


o'clock—the centre of the 
works 


passes. I drop my torpedoes in rapid 
succession. My friend, who is over 
me and a little on the left, drops his 
also. 


I guess more than I can exactly see. 


as I am so very high, that underneath 
in the works the people suffer from 
a sort of madness. There are rushes 
of people, soon hidden by the clouds 
of smoke, which rise from many 
points. 


Nearly at the center it seems that 


there is a formidable explosion, for- 
iowed by intense fire. What joy to 
have attained one's aim! 


Krupp's has been bombed in full 


daylight in spite of its anti-aircraft 
guns and its planes. 


I suppose that now the Boches 


must be mad with fury, and will try 
to chase us. Never mind: my mis- 
sion has been fulfilled. I will fight 
the enemy planes if they come. 


I should like to signal something to 


my friend. Captain Beauchamps. I try 
to get near him. but he seems to go 
quicker than I do. All of a sudden, 
while I have been looking backward, 
he disappears, and I can sec noting in 
front of me but a mountain of clouds. 
I go down, then up again. I do hope 
fervently that he has not had a 
breakdown or has been wounded. 


Here 1 am again over Dusscldprf. 


but not going so fast as in coming. 
The wind, which has veered, hampers 
:ny quick verification of my oil and 
petrol tanks. All is well. I can keep 
up for another six hours. 


The clouds get denser and denser. 


There is at some moments a thick 
mist, which veils completely the 
ground. My only guide is now the 
compass—south-southwest. 
A little 


lalcr the_ sun. which is barely in 
front, half blinds me. The journey is 
getting extremely liring. I try" to 
sliadc my eyes with my hand, but the 
cold paralyzes my fingers as soon as 
they arc outside the zone of protec- 
tion of my wind shield. 


Fights Tare* Airmen. 


I have been up for over four hours. 


Where arn I now? 
What is my 


speed? It is impossible to know any- 
thing. The time seems long?—long. 


As FWJ browsing, there is some ex- 


plosion, a thunder loader than the 
noise of tny engine. I turn right 
round so that the Boche gunner loses 
the ranfe, bat as I tarn I sec Ijqo 
feel or 2.000 feet under me, three

! t'ave been up six hours. Time drags 
dreadfully. My eyes hurt and I suf- 
fer fro mthc cold. Evidently I am 
over Belgium now, but where? I must 
know. I come down. The engine is 
stopped. How sweet is that silence! 
after six hours of tempest! 


Four thousand 
feet! It 
is low 


enough. The country is very broken, 
all hills and woods. I cannot recog- 
nize 
anything. 
Now 
I 
can 
see 


trenches and 
fortified 
works, but 


everything is very quiet. I cannot 
have arrived yet, still I cannot be 
very far from the front, as when I 
stop my engine I can hear plainly the 
rumbling of guns. 


I think I'll get back to the clouds; 


it is decidedly safer. 


Six-thirty—I cannot stand it any 


more. I am coming down. Seven 
thousand feet—5.000 feet—1,000 feet— 
I cannot hear guns any more, but 
what are these bivouacs. Am I in 
France? 


I keep on for another quarter of an 


hour, going south, and finally alight 
in an immense field, far from a vil- 
lage. If I am on territory invaded by 
the Germans, I'll fly away under their 
noses. I am at the end of the field, 
ready to start again in case of alarm. 
I have kept my engine turning slowly. 


After five minutes waiting some 


people come running toward me— 
peasants. I shout to them at the top 
of my voice, "Where am I!" 


"At Champaubert." they tell me. 
What joy is mine! I am in France, 


back after having succeeded in what 
seemed to men an impossible enter- 
prise. 


My notes finish here. There is any- 


how little to add. I jumped from my 
machine, but my legs were so numbed 
that for some time they would not 
support me. However, after a few 
minutes I felt quite well again and 
was cheered to the echo by villagers, 
who had arrived in large numbers. 


I left again to report to my chiefs 


and heard that my friend had arrived 
quite safely and landed about sixty 
miles from me. My happiness was 
then complete. 


And now. Mr. Krupp. to the pleas- 


ure of seeing you again soon. 


Attack Wa* Made Sept. 24. 


The attack on Essen, which is here 


described by Lieutenant 
Dancourt, 


took place on Sept, 24. A report is- 
sued by the French War Office the 
next day gave the following account 
of the exploit: 


"Captain de Beauchamps and Lieu- 


tenant Daucort. each piloting a ma- 
chine, started at II o'clock Sunday 
morning (Sept. 24) from their aero- 
drom and dropped twelve bombs on 
Esseen. Westphalia. 
They returned 


safely to their starting point after a 
flight of 500 miles." 


A few days later an unofficial re- 


port was sent out from Berlin and 
distributed by an Amsterdam news 
agency, denying that the 
alleged 


bombardment of the Krupp center 
had taken olace.

Native Visits Luray Cavern*. 


Paul ii'oulk, toe vouug son of Levi 


Q. Foulk, of White Hall recently 
visited Luray Caverns, Va. and sends 
us the following accouut of his trip. 


(Situated in the famous Hheuandoah 


Valley, at Luray, Fage County, Vir- 
ginia, in a region renowned for its 
listoricai associations, and 
among 


nouutains revealing the most beauti- 
ul scenery to the observing sight- 
seer, are the Caverns of Luray. 


The cave was discovered in 1878, in 


a hill known from an early date as 
Jave Hill, and here a small cave, 
jailed "The 
Old Cave," has been 


Snown since pioneer times. This was 
but the mouth of the larger cave. 


Tbe Caverns consist of many large 


rooms, connected by underground 
corridors, or passageways. These do 
not He in a straightway course, out 
radiate from a central space. The 
cave is lighted by electricity, still tbe 
guides carry torches, as some parts of 
:he cave are quite gloomy. 


Cement walks have been laid, and 


stairways, bridges, and iron railings 
have been erected where such help 
was necessary. No special prepara- 
tion for the visit is needed in the 
matter of clothing. Wraps are a cum- 
bersome article in tbe cave, as well as 
unnecessary, the temperature being 
about 54 degrees. 


As you line up outside the entrance 


of the cave and wait your turn to 
enter, your mind is filled with won- 
derment as to what you will really see 
when you enter into the subterranean 
caverns of nature. 


We are ready, and tbe man who is 


to be our guide allows about forty of 
us to pass. We now receive instruc 
tiona like this : Follow your guide, 
remember the number of your party. 
Those who have not checked their 
umbrellas, canes, or kodaks, are re- 
minded of the fact that these articles 
must not enter the cave. AH we are 
entering the vestibule, or the entrance 
to the cave, tbe mingling of many 
voices suddenly ceases, aud tbe first 
emotion felt by the visitor is one of 
mute wonder. The mind is struggling 
to grasp tbe grandeur revealed to him? 
Every step of the way there is some- 
thing new and fascinating. Queer 
shapes present themselves at every 
turn, some representing 
animals, 


vegetable growth, and some the cre- 
ations of man. Glittering stalagmites, 
and stallactites are there in countless 
numbers varying in color from dark 
brown to pure white. Awe and rever- 
ance possess the beholder, as he stands 
amazed in tbe royal chambers of tbe 
King of Nature. 


As tbe guide begins to explain the 


cave we all listen attentively. Our 
guide called attention to a sign-board 
at the foot of the first flight of stairs 
we had just descended. This stated 
that the guide had power to arrest any 
person caughun the act of destroying 
the beauty of the cave by breaking off 
piece? of rock formation. 
The Wash- 


ugton Column stands to the right, on 
tbe left is tbe Flower Garden. A fair 
representation of au ancient amphi- 
theater is pointed to by tbe guide. As? 
we pass aloug under the Natural 
Bridge we come to the Fish Market, 
and the guide jokingly asks the name 
of the fish we see. i am sure you 
could not guess wrong, for they ate 
formed of fetone and could not be any- 
thing but Rock fish. Assendinn a 
step we enter a large room, the c«=ii- 
iug of which is said 10 b« supported by 
a slusle pilaster not over two inches 
in diameter. Looking in front of us 
is a ravine, called PJutos Caasni, It 
i« seventy-five feet deep and five hun 
tired feet long. An animator-shaped 
rock is aloug tlifc opposite side. We 
hurnedly pss* by .Speclor Column 
and iheSwjssCoUage Roof, hut we all

We are now near the Orgau Room, 


but nefore this is n.ached we pass the 
Leather Market, Hawen Column, Pi- 


Leaning Miracle, Boxing Glove, 


Tent, and au Indian bhawl in 


which the stitches can be plainly 
seen. A large column that IH esti- 
mated to have lalleu four thousand 
years ago is known as tbe Fallen Col- 
umn. 
In the Throne Room is a double- 


seated chair. At lust we reach the 
much sought after organ room, and 
the sounds of the organ are heard 
without the room. The most sacred 
thing in this room is Cliriat Bleseiua 
Little Children. 


Giants' Hall was next explored. 


Only one giant was at home, Blue- 
beard. A monkey climbing a column, 
and the waterfalls are in the corridor 
leading from Giants' Hall to the larg- 
est aud finest room of the cave, known 
as the 
Ball 
Room, it is circular, 


about forty feet m diameter. To the 
ceiling the height is sixty feet. The 
guide informed us that we were now 
in the deepest part of the cave, two 
hundred aud sixty feet under the sur 
face of the mountain. A hanging rock 
is nearly over our heads. lu a back 
room, as it were, we see coral springs, 
and the Cemetery. Coming back to 
the ball room the aide said in this 
room were held fourdances and seven- 
teen couples were united in the bonds 
of holy matrimony. The privilege 
was given to any persons who were 
thinking of being married, providing 
they had the clergyman along. The 
side-saddle aud riding whip were the 
omega of our circuit. We now retrace 
our steps to the entrance of the cave 
after traveling one and one-half miles 
in one hour aud fifteen minutes. 


Without an exception every one was 


glad to be in God's sunlight once 
more.

The prevention of floods ln-BO-far 


as the state of Pennsylvania is con- 
cerned has engaged the attention of 
Congress from tlirre to time and dur- 
ing the recent session there was 
much activity in this connection. As 
Is the case with all more or 
new projects the progress at Wash- 
ington has been slow but sentiment 
on this question is gradually being 
crystallized until now it is believed 
thai the time is not far distant when 
definite action will be taken. 


Following the great flood in the 


Ohio and Mississippi drainage basin* 
in 1»12, Congress created a National 
Waterways Commission, composed of 
members of both houses. This com- 
mission made an extensive inquiry 
into flood conditions and made a spe- 
cific study of flood troubles on riverd 
la Pennsylvania. 
The entire com- 


mission personally ricwed the sites 
selected for storage reservoirs in the 
western part of the state aad in its 
report to Congress the Commission 
endorsed the advisability and practi- 
cability of this method of river regu- 
lation. 


At the instance ot Congress, two 


preliminary examinations hare been 
made by the army engineer* of flood 
control plans in Pennsylvania. 
In 


the first case the army engineers de- 
clared that the construction of stor- 
age reservoirs was feasible from the 
standpoint of flood prevention, but 
that In their opinion the benefit to 
navigation would not be sufficiently 
great for the government to pay the 
entire cost. The second report en- 
dorsed the storage resorvolr idea and 
set forth that other beneficial uses 
would grow from this method besides 
floods. 


At the recent session of Congress 


a new committee was appointed on 
Flood Control which handled this 
subject exclusively. A hearing was 
granted to representatives of the 
Pittsburgh Flood Commission who 
explained the 
problem 
from 
the 


standpoint of Pennsylvania. 
In re- 


ferring to this hearing the report ot 
the Committee 
on Flood Control 


stated: 


"A delegation from Pittsburgh ap 


peared before the committee and de- 
tailed In a rery interesting hearing 
the great destruction of property in 
:hat city and vicinity by floods from 
the Allegheny and Monongahela rir 
era. 
It was earnestly insisted by 


them that these floods could be con- 
trolled by the construction of reser- 
voirs 1m the Appalachian forest re* 
serve ant elsewhere in those water 
sheds and at a cost well within Ha- 
lts reasonable in Tiew of the damage 
done. 


"The flcod cost to the Pittsburgh 


district and to the entire Ohio Val- 
ley meeds no recital here, and more- 
over, the floods that the Allegheny. 
Monongahela, Ohio and their tribu 
tarlee pour Into the Mississippi are 
an important factor in the question 
of food control for that great stream. 
The urgent necessity for such con- 
trol is forcibly pointed ent. by the 
committee. 
The Mississippi water 


shed comprises 40 per cent of the 
total area of the United States, and 
the main trunk south of the Ohio • 
carries to the sea the accumulated 1' 
rainfall from 31 states. 


"It became apparent from this fact 


early in the history ef the govern- 
ment that the froMem of the control

Dr. Ezra Lekman of the Shippens- 


"burg State Normal School, spoke on 
the subject, "Licking and Laming, 
the Scheme of Education." The title 
•originated in the whipping of a pupil 
in a school of an adjoining county, 
a public meeting was called, at which 
the case of John Wilson, the pupil, 
was discussed, witnesses called, the 
case tried; School Board, the judge 
.and jnry. The teacher was sustained, 
establishing the fact that discipline 
-must be enforced and teacher sus- 
tained by the authorities in order to 
Jiave a successful school. First, dis- 
cipline 5? necessary to the effective 
work of the school room. Second, 
-•discipline is necessary to develop 
'character. 
No teacher can develop 


-character in the pupil, unless he or 
she possesses a good character. To 
-do effective school work, the teacher 
should know the subject taught so 
thoroughly that the text book may 
-be almost wholly discarded except for 
reference. The teacher in order to 
l>e successful must have poise, self- 
•control. not given to unmerited re- 
buke, should understand the pupil, 
stand in the relation of friend to the 
•pupil, this friendship is measured by 
rthe individual interest shown toward 
-each pupil. 
The rod at times is 


necessary to correct the pupil, not in 
*he heat of passion, but after proper 
deliberation. (Applause by teachers). 
Fit the punishment to the offense. 
My discipline is effective if I find my 
boys and girls arc growing in char- 
acter. If I can have my boys and 
girls trust me, I know that my dis- 
cipline is effective.

Business of Teaching School,' 


;,\ Dr. J->ra Lehman. One of the 
questions v.hich comes to us, "What 
• elation docs the output bear 
to 


the outlay? 
The business of our 


>chools is'lhc most responsible which 
confronts us as a nation. Our boys 
and girls are coming into our schools 
by the thousands, are we preparing 
them for social efficiency, for the va- 
rious callings in life. Are we making 
the proper use of the material to 
mould and train so as to make them 
efficient in the duties of life, in the 
several vocations in life, the raw ma- 
terial in our manufacturing establish- 
ments must be turned out in a perfect 
condition to meet the competition in 
business, so the raw material in our 
boys and girls may be surrounded by 
things which count in shaping and 
moulding character. In the business 
establishment which is not equipped 
for its work, the output is antiquat- 
ed so in our schools if not equipqed 
for the work, the output will be ac- 
cordingly defective, and not able to 
meet the requirements of the busy 
business life. The question confronts 
us: Does the work which we are do- 
ing in the school justify the outlay? 
Or in other words, does the output 
compare favorably with the outlay? 
In the business world the employees 
are specially trained in their respec- 
tive branches. 
In our educational 


work are we traincw to the moulding 
and shaping of the work which shall 
last to eternity. Let us make our 
legislators so to equip our schools 
that more efficient work may be done.

Absolute accuracy, make 
tests reasonably small then enlarge.

Prof. Roth introduced to Institute 


Prof. J. C. Wagner. Supt. of Carlisle 
schools, who made appropriate re- 
mark? explaining the State Teachers' 
Association. Pennsylvania has about 
40,000 teachers, 11,000 being enrolled, 
50 from Adams at Scranton this year, 
last year 100 at Harrisburg. The ob- 
ject is to advance the educational in- 
terests of the State. It is the foun- 
tain from which the best in education 
is advanced.

He said: "Some of 
the worst punishments that come to 
pupils are not corporal. The punish- 
ment that stings, endures, hurts, is 
the tongue of a sarcastic teacher. 
These wound the soul and last 
through life. 


"Impudence is to be abhorred, but 


often the source is from the teacher. 
The teacher has love and regard for 
the pupil.

issued orders, rallied the defenders and in short order routed the recbk:ns from the tov. n. 
Then, as sud- 


denly as he had appeared, did the stranger effect his remo\al from the scene, find hi- irlrntitv for many years 
remained a comparative mystety. 


It was later established that the deliverer of Hadley was General William Goffe. one of the Three living 


regicides of Charles I. and for whose head a liberal bounty was offered.

place he found safe hiding under the hospitable roof of Pastor John Ru*scl of the Ok] H.T~".C\ congregation. 
It is believed that after his spectacular deliverance of the Hadley settlers he renmirr>d still ^discovered IB 
the Eussel household uetil l*is deatT- some five years later.

Eight Million Trees for Distribution. 


Almost eitjht million trees will be 


available for next spring's reforesting 
operations from tbe stock now in tbe 
State forest nurseries. This is an in- 
crease in production over last year of 
about thirty per cent, and is tbe larg- 
est number of seedlings ever grown in 
tbe nurseries. 


Nearly all ot tbe trees will be taken 


from tbe four large nurseries at Mont 
Alto, Franklin county ; Aeapb, Tioga 
county; 
Greenwood, 
Huntingdon 


county, and Clearfleld. The Mont Alto 
nursery will have available 2,850,0°0 
trees; Asaph, 1,575,000; Clearfleld, 
2,400,000, and Greenwood, 971,000. In 
addition, 
twenty smaller nurseries 


are in operation on tbe State forests, 
which will produce from 5,000 to 100,- 
000 trees each. 


More than half of tbe eight million 


seedlings are white pines. Tbe follow- 
ing species make up tbe remainder: 
Norway spruce, 1,013,000 ; Scotch pine, 
1,233,000; pitch pine, 762,000; Euro- 
pean larcb, 436,000 ; Japanese larch, 
34,000; sugar maple, 
12,000, 
and 


Douglas fir, 4,000 Fifteen bushels of 
blacfe cherry seeds were planted last 
spring in the hope of raising trees that 
would produce both timber and bird 
food, 
but 
becau&e of 
unfavorable 


weather conditions the crop was au 
almost complete failure. 


Last year private individuals plant- 


ed 1,500,000 trees furnished by tbe de- 
partment. This year enough trees to 
meet all tie-mauds will be available 
for free public distribution. Tbe only 
restrictions are that they must be used 
for reforesting and not for shade or 
ornameutal planting. Trees will uot 
be shipped in less than 500 lots.
